REMARKS 



A Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due was mailed for the above-identified 
application on March 2, 2004. As such, the issue fee payment is due no later than 
June 2, 2004. 

In reviewing the application materials, it is desirable to correct formal matters 
in the specification and claims, without affecting the scope thereof. See MPEP 
§714.16. It is respectfully requested that this proposed amendment under 37 C.F.R. 
1.312 be entered by the primary Examiner without withdrawing the application from 
issue. Further, this proposed amendment is timely filed as it is being transmitted 
before the issue fee payment date of June 2, 2004. It is submitted that the attached 
changes to the specification and claims are in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1,1 21(b) 
and (c) and are important for the proper disclosure or protection of the invention and 
would require no substantial amount of additional work on the part of the Office. 
Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that they be considered and entry thereof be 
recommended by the primary Examiner. 

In particular, the Examiner will see that it is proposed to amend claim 1, at 
line 13 thereof, to replace the word "second" with the word "first" so that it is in 
conformity with the numerous figures of the application. Along these same lines, it is 
further proposed to make minor alterations throughout various areas of the 
specification so that certain reference numbers are also in better conformity with the 
original figures. In short, it is desired to consider the "first pair of electrical leads" as 
elements 29 and 31 , and the "second pair electrical leads" as elements 23 and 25. 
The original figures of the application wholly support these proposed changes such 
that they do not add any new matter to the application.
